TAKE EVERY PRECAUTION AGAINST THEFT 

The increase in crime in the last ten 
years has been dramatic and the number of 
burglaries Mas increased at the highest 
rate of all. I was reminded of this last 
month when ny local chief of police called 
me to help him determine the owner of a 
N.H. town medal collection which was sold 
to an area coin dealer. The dealer notified 
police that they thought the medals might 
be stolen. Through the use of the serial 
numbers on some of the medals the rightful 
owner was located. 

Coins sre almost, impossible to identify 
when removed from holders, byt paper money 
and sometimes medals have unique numbers 
which should be recorded and kept in a safe 
separate area. These numbers are invaluable 
in recovering any items which may be stolen. 

Bank safe deposit boxes and home seour- 
ity systems are options that many of us have 
turned to in order to protect the collection 
that took ye* rs to build. Don't be the latest 
statistic. Think security 1 Jim Roidton.

D. J. & M.M. Warner, Dec. 20, 1862. Several more seen since 1969 including at least 
three 10/ denomination not listed at that time. 

CANDIA 

Dec. 1, 1862, 5/, Numbered (110) but not signed. Mother bird with ycung in basket 
is the vignette. Anyone know who issued these? See inside front cover. Rare. 

Dover 

Sept. 27, 1862, 25/, Eli V. Brewster (et als). Same as in Spring 1970 but signed by 
Brewster instead og Purington. No backstamp or other Purington stamps or Hill signature. 
Hare. 

MANCHESTER 

American house, Dec. 4, 1862, 2/. Very similar to 3/ listed in Winter 19 7 1 but 
printed in brown. Humber and signature " S. B. Hadley in red ink. Rare. 

City of Manchester, Sept. 1, 1863, 3/. "GOOD TO THE BEARER" (curved to make room 
for ornaments in top corners). M ar g e 3 in wide octagon with "for" above, (short line before 
and after "for"). "THREE CENTS" in large letters with the octagon between the two words. 
"Will be redeemed at the office of the City Treasurer when presented/ in sums of even 
dollars*" Lower left« "Manchester, N.H./Sept. 1, 1863" . Line et right with signature t 
"S. D. Green". Frame of thiai line with heavier line outside .(Issue by city unusual). 

Kidder & Chandler, no date, 2/. "Kidder & Chandler/ will pay Two ^ents/ (fancy 2 in 
circle and TWO CENTS in fancy oblong)/ to the bearer when presented at their counter, 
value received./ 263 Elm St,/ Manchester, N.H." (signed) Kiddr & Chandler. Note similarity 
to note above and the Candia note. Probably same printer. Rare. 

PITTSFIELD 

N. G. Tilton, Feb. 1, 1864, 2/. "Pittsfield, N. H., Feb. 1, 1864/ Pay to bearer Two 
Cents/in Current Bank Notes, when/ presented in even dollars at//the Post Office." Signed 
"N, G. Tilton". Large TWO overprinted in green. Reverse, printed in green, is shown 
inside front cover. Apparently Tilton was both postmaster and druggist. His Dec. 1, 1963 
3/ issue shown in Fall 1971 taud more attractive obverse but lacked the fancy reverse. 

PORTSMOUTH 

Rufus K. Oxford, 72 State St., 2/ and 3/, Apr. 23, 1864. Further details not available 
Also 5/ has been seen similar to Nov. 1, 1862 50/ shown last issue and 25/ described there. 

TROY 

E. P. Kimball’s Store, 50/, 186_, This note was shown in Spring 1973 issue but not 

listed with Civil War scrip. However, there is littl e doubt that this was used during 
the Civil war as they were outlawed min the latter part of 1864. "STORE CHECK No." across 
left end in double fancy border "Troy, N. H. _ 186 " with "50/CENTS"each side? 

"Due at E. P. Kimball's Store,/ to the bearer. Fifty Cents, payable in/ current funds, on 
pfcesentation of this/ Memorandum Check, with others of like/ issue, in amounts of one or 
more dollars. ( line for signature) *
